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Latvian Trade Outlook. (Page 230.) 

Partial loss of Russian trade, though remedied 
somewhat since the Commercial Agreement with the 
Soviet Union, and recent bad harvests, render 
Latvian progress towards economic recovery slow. 
Imports from the United Kingdom are still second 
in value to those from Germany, but are now closely 
followed by those from Poland, while home produc- 
tion is growing. 


Industrial Production in June Quarter. (Page 231.) 
As estimated by the Board of Trade, industrial 
production in the United Kingdom during the second 
quarter of 1929 was one per cent. greater than in 
the preceding three months and 73 per cent. greater 
than in June, 1928, the respective index numbers 
being 111°4, 110-3 and 103°6. 





British Coal Mining in June Quarter. (Page 232.) 
Owing chiefly to increased exports the seasonal 
decline in coal output was not so marked as usual 
during the second quarter of the year, and for the 
first half-year production and shipments were well 
above those of January-June, 1928. Costs of pro- 
duction are estimated to have been 6d. per ton more 
and proceeds about 54d. per ton less in the second 
than in the first quarter. 


Canadian Retail Store Trade. (Page 235.) 

In view of its importance in the illustration to 
British manufacturers and exporters of the changing 
character of retail trade in Canada, we reproduce, in 
part, an article on ‘‘ Retail Distribution,’’ from the 
monthly circular of the Royal Bank of Canada,

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MR. BEN TURNER’S VISIT TO THE 
COALFIELDS. 


Mr. Ben Turner, Secretary for Mines, has arranged 
to visit the coalfields in Lancashire, Yorkshire, South 
Wales and Scotland during ‘September and October. 
He will inspect underground workings and pit ponies 
in each coalfield, and on the surface will visit low- 
temperature carbonisation plants, rescue stations, and 
the research laboratories and testing station at 
Sheffield. Mr. Turner will also visit welfare centres 
and convalescent homes. He will be accompanied by 
Mr. Tom Smith, M.P., his Parliamentary Private 
Secretary, and Mr. Forsyth, his private secretary. 





FALLS OF ROOF, ETC., IN MINES. 

The Committee of the Safety in Mines Research 
Board, who are studying methods of preventing 
accidents from falls of roof and side, has been carrying 
out, in addition to experimental work, a survey of 
colliery practice as regards the support of underground 
workings with a view to calling attention to the best 
methods and suggesting improvements where possible. 

The Committee have just published their fifth 
teport (Safety in Mines Research Board Paper No. 55) 
dealing with ‘‘ The Support of Underground Workings 
in the Coalfields of Lancashire, Cheshire and North 
Wales.’’ The Committee’s first four Reports related 
to the coalfields of South Wales, Scotland, the [ast 
Midlands and the South Midlands. 

The fifth Report, like the earlier ones, is illustrated 
with numerous sketches and plans showing the 
methods of working and of supporting the roof. In 
addition to a summary of the recommendations it in- 
cludes, among the appendices, descriptions of a 
number of common accidents and notes as to ways in 
which they might have been avoided. 

The Report is published at the nominal price of 2d.

EXPERIMENTS ON ELECTRIC FUSE LINKS 
AND ARCS. 


In Safety in Mines Research Board Papers Nos. 38 
and 89, particulars were given of experiments made to 
determine the pressures produced on blowing electric 
fuse links and striking electric arcs in closed vessels 
when using currents up to 1,350 amperes at 575 volts. 

In collaboration with the British Electrical and 
Allied Industries Research Association, and with the 
aid of facilities granted at Stonebridge Park, London, 
by the London, Midland and Scottish Railway Com- 
pany, the experiments have been continued with cur- 
rents up to 10,000 amperes at 600 volts D.C. 

An account of these later experiments and a record 
of the results has been published in Safety in Mines 
tesearch Board Paper No. 52, ‘‘ The Pressure produced 
on Blowing Electric Fuse Links and Striking Electric 
Ares in Closed Vessels,’’ by G. Allsop (H.M. Stationery 
Office, price 1s. net). The paper records in tabular 
form the pressures produced by arcs of varying inten- 
sity and duration in closed fuse boxes of 400 cubic inch 
capacity when filled with air and with inflammable 
firedamp-air mixtures. A supplementary table shows 
the variations caused by using fuse boxes of differing 
capacities. 

The chief source of danger with the closed fuse box 
was found to be the failure of the insulation of the 
casing, with the establishment of an are which might

melt the casing.

IMPORTED MALT PRODUCTS. 


It is announced that a reference has been made to 
the Standing Committee set up under the above-men- 
tioned Act by the Minister of Agriculture and 
Fisheries, the Secretary of State for the Home Depart- 
ment and the Secretary of State for Scotland, acting 
jointly, in respect of an application for an Order-in- 
Council under the Act to require the marking with an 
indication of origin of imported malt extract; malt 
flour; malt extract and cod liver oil; and malt extract 
blended with any other product in such a way that 
malt extract comprises more than 50 per cent. of the 
whole. 

Attention is called to the fact that, under the provi- 
sions of the Act, while the Committee in every case 
referred to them must consider whether the goods 
should bear the indication of origin at the time of sale 
or exposure for sale, they may also, at their discretion, 
consider and report upon the question whether such 
goods should bear an indication of origin at the time 
of importation. 

The date of the Enquiry will be announced later.

FENCING PRECAUTIONS FOR 
TRANSMISSION MACHINERY. 


The Home Office have now issued a revised and en- 
larged edition of Safety Pamphlet No. 1, ** Fencing 
and Other Safety Precautions for Transmission 
Machinery: Part I.’’ (The special precautions required 
in the mounting of belts are dealt with separately in 
Part II, the companion pamphlet, No. 12, re-issued 
last year.) 

The two pamphlets, which are issued at a low price 
(9d. each, net), are specially directed to the attention of 
factory employers, managers, engineers and others 
concerned with the safeguarding of transmission plant. 

The eauses of accidents which occur are explained 
and appropriate safeguards are described in consider- 
able detail, there being no fewer than 129 useful illus- 
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trations in the two pamphlets. In view of the legal 
requirements of the Factory Acts, particular attention 
is paid to the subject of fencing. ‘The description of 
apparatus and methods for lubricating overhead bear- 
ings when the shafting is in motion, all necessary 
operations taking place at floor level, is a specially 
interesting feature. The reader is usefully reminded 
that fencing and many of the other safeguards dealt 
with in the pamphlets can be seen at the Home Office 
Industrial Museum, MHorseferry Road, London, 
5.W. 1, now open to the public.

LATVIA. 





THE TRADE POSITION. 


Progress must necessarily be slow, writes Mr. C. A. 
Edmond, British Consul at Riga, in his *Report on the 
Kconomic and Industrial Conditions in Latvia, all 
the more so if the partial loss of her Russian trade and 
the recent bad harvests be taken into consideration. 
The state of affairs has naturally led to overtrading and 
numerous bankruptcies, and the desirability of obtain- 
ing accurate information regarding the status of 
Latvian firms, before entering into business engage- 
ments, cannot be too much emphasised. 


The currency has remained stable for over five years, 
however, in spite of the economic crisis through which 
various sections of the community have passed, and 
the State budgets have, on the whole, been satisfac- 
tory. Increased estimates for last year were mainly 
due to the exceptionally bad harvest, which necessi- 
tated grants in money and kind to the agricultural 
and unemployed classes, and the additional revenue 
received was only rendered possible by a loan from 
the Swedish Match Trust, which also received a 
monopoly in the Latvian match industry. 


FOREIGN ‘T'RADE. 

The excess value of imports over exports last year 
was 49,357,000 lats (imports, 308,071,000 lats ; exports, 
258,714,000 lats) as compared with 28,741,867 lats in 
1927 (imports 249,987,549 lats) and 71,810,859 lats in 
1926 (imports, 260,314,396 lats). 

The principal imports into Latvia during 1928 were 
in percentages of the total:—Foodstuffs 30-8, textiles 
21:2, chemicals, mineral oils, etc., 9-9, machinery, 
tools, etc., 8-4, animal products, 58, metals 4-3, and 


coal and coke 3:4. The two chief exports were timber 


36 and butter 20-3 per cent. of the total. 


Timber continues to head the list of exports and the 
volume of trade has increased considerably. Ship- 
ments, however, may have to be curtailed in the 
future, as the provisions for afforestation do not keep 
pace with the present rate of felling. Butter ship- 
ments continue to rise and now occupy the place pre- 
viously held by flax, the export of which has decreased 
considerably since 1924. 


TEXTILE AND OTHER IMPORTS. 


As the Latvian textile industry would appear to be 
working satisfactorily and to be undergoing some ex- 
tension, it is difficult to understand why textile imports 
should continue to increase. The larger turnover in 
raw materials is comprehensible, but not that of 
finished goods, the increase in the imports of which is 
almost two-and-a-half times that of similar exports. 
Since the market has not expanded noticeably and, in 
spite of falling prices, the relative rise in values 
is out of proportion to the increase in quantities, it 
must be assumed that there is a demand for the more 
expensive grades of textile products. Nevertheless, 
the Latvian textile market continues to require cautious 
handling. 

The increased production and efficiency of the local 
engineering industry accounts for reduced machinery 
imports, all the more so as local industry has now 
purchased nearly all the foreign machinery it requires. 

The development of the local metal working and 
machine industries accounts for the greater importa- 
tion of raw material. Germany and the United King- 
dom are the main sources of supply. 


Coal and coke from the United Kingdom decreased 
by 20 per cent. in quantity and 27:5 per cent. in value

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from the previous year, but that from Poland increased 
by 34 per cent. in quantity and 2 per cent. in value. 
British coal imports into Latvia are far from recovering 
from the effects of the coal stoppage of 1926, while 
Upper Silesian coal is gaining a much stronger hold on 
the market. 


The United Kingdom continues to occupy second 
and first place in imports and exports respectively, 
though with a reduced percentage in both cases. Ger- 
many supplied 41:2 per cent. of Latvia’s imports last 
vear, the United Kingdom 9:4 per cent., and Poland 
66 per cent. (A statement of the distribution of 
Latvian trade among the chief countries dealing with 
her is given in an Appendix to Mr. Edmond’s Report. ) 





INDUSTRIAL PRODUCTION. 


BOARD OF TRADE INDEX NUMBER FOR 
JUNE QUARTER. 


Industrial activity in the United Kingdom in the 
second quarter of 1929, as estimated by the Board of 
Trade, was 1-0 per cent. greater than in the first 
quarter of 1929 and 7-5 per cent. greater than in the 
second quarter of 1928, the index numbers for the 
three periods (based on the quarterly average of 1924 
=100) being 111°4, 110°3, and 103-6 respectively. The 
following table shows the details for those three 
quarters and for the complete years 1928 and 1927 :—

(a) Adequate information in respect of the paper and printing trades has 
not up to the present been available. The particulars received, which cover 
about 40 per cent. of the net output of these trades in 1924, have been 


included in the general index. 

(6) No information is available as to the quantities of gas made in each 
quarter. The provisional figures obtained by the Electricity Commissioners 
regarding the electrical energy generated by authorised electricity under- 
takings show that in the first half of the present year 5,097 million units were 
generated, as against 4,466 millions in the first half of 1928, and 3,010 millions 
in the first half of 1924. The available data for electricity have been included 
in the general index numbers. 


It will be seen from the above table that the general 
index and the index for the manufacturing industries 
each show an improvement in the June quarter of this 
year, as compared with the June quarter of 1928, of 
about 74 per cent., while the manufacturing industries 
show an advance of about 24 per cent., comparing with 
the June and March quarters of 1929. 


Comparing the figures for the June quarter of 1929 
with those for the corresponding period in 1928, 
measureable increases are recorded for all the groups 
for which index numbers have been calculated except 
textiles, in which output was about the same in the 
two June quarters, and leather and boots and shoes, 
which show a decline of more than 5 per cent. 
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The output of coal was about 8 per cent. greater in 
the June quarter of 1929 than a year earlier, and the 
iron and steel group shows a relative increase of nearly 
16 per cent., comparing the same periods. The in- 
crease of 5-6 per cent. shown by the index for the 
engineering and shipbuilding group as a whole repre- 
sents a considerable improvement in electrical en- 
gineering (25 per cent.) and lesser relative improve- 
ments in shipbuilding and marine engineering (9 per 
cent.) and in the motor vehicle industry (5 per cent.). 
Activity in non-ferrous metals, compared with a year 
earlier, shows an increase of 2°4 per cent., the reduc- 
tion in the apparent absorption of copper and lead 
being more than offset by the increased demand for tin 
and zinc. The index for the chemical and allied 
trades group is higher by 3:2 per cent., although 
petroleum refining shows a marked decrease as com- 
pared with a year earlier. In this connection it is 
noticeable that while the imports of crude petroleum 
during the first two quarters of 1929 were somewhat 
less than the quarterly average for 1924, the imports 
of refined petroleum during the same periods showed 
an increase of nearly 60 per cent. ‘The index for food, 
drink and tobacco records an increase of nearly 10 per 
cent., comparing the June quarters of 1929 and 1928, 
each of the individual items constituting this group 
showing an increase. Of the miscellaneous industries 

§ separately specified in the table there were greater 
quantities of rubber taken by the industries using this 
commodity and an increased output of tiles, as com- 
pared with the June quarter of 1928. 


Comparing the index numbers for the June quarter 
of 1929 with those for the March quarter, increases are 
shown for iron and steel (4:8 per cent.), non-ferrous 
metals (11:2 per cent.), engineering and shipbuilding 
(2°2 per cent.), chemical and allied trades (53 per 
cent.), and food, drink and tobacco (11°8 per cent.). 
The rise in the last group may be due in part to antici- 
pations formed in the early part of the year which 
were realised in such events as the recent rise in wheat 
prices and in the removal of the duty on imported 
sugar. Consumption of the articles affected from stock 
in the first quarter and a replacement of such stocks 
in the second quarter would result in figures having 
the relation shown by those in the table. Taking the 
first half of 1929 as a whole, however, the index shows 
a rise of well over 4 per cent. as compared with the 
position in the first half of 1928. The textile group 
shows a drop of about 2 per cent., the cotton, linen 
and silk industries declining, while there was some 
improvement in the wool textile, artificial silk and 
hosiery trades. The output of coal showed a seasonal 
decline in the June quarter, measuring about 7 per 
cent. less than in the preceding quarter. ‘The index 
for the group including leather and boots and shves 
was about the same in the June and March quarters 


of the current year. 


In order to publish the results as early as possible it 
has been necessary to include certain provisional 
figures for the last quarter of the calculation. It is 
not, however, anticipated that the replacement of these 
provisional figures, when they become available, will 
materially alter the index numbers for the various 
groups, and any small revision that may be necessary 
will be made when the figures for the following quarter 
are published. The net result of revisions in the figures 
for the March quarter, due principally to the receipt 
of later information regarding the output of motor cars, 
synthetic dyes and boots and shoes, has been to raise 
the general index for that quarter by 0:1 per cent. 


The method of calculation of the index and the scope 
of the figures are fully explained in the ‘* Journal ”’ 
dated 21st February, 1929 (pages 253-254). The 
sections of industry covered by the index represent 
rather more than two-thirds of the total manufacturing 
and mining activity of Great Britain and Northern 
Ireland, as ascertained in the 1924 Census of Pro- 
duction.

BRITISH COAL MINING. 


THE INDUSTRY IN JUNE QUARTER. 


Chiefly owing to expansion of shipments abroad, the 
seasonal decline in output that is usually associated 
with the second quarter of the year was not so marked 
in the second quarter of 1929. Output in the districts 
which are chiefly dependent upon exports was slightly 
higher on the whole than during the previous quarter ; 
while for the country as a whole output was 43 million 
tons less. As compared with the second quarter of 
1928 there was an increase of 4% million tons, of which 
more than one-half was contributed by the exporting 
districts. In considering these comparisons regard 
should be had to the variations in the working periods 
of the quarters mentioned, which are indicated in the 
table below, showing days worked and lost. 

The number of persons employed was on the average 
higher than in the previous quarter or the second 
quarter of 1928; but employment, though more regular 
than in the corresponding quarter of last year, showed 
a falling away as compared with the first quarter of 
1929. 

Prices on the whole declined somewhat from the 
high levels reached in February and March, but were 
higher than they were a year ago. 

Comparing the first six months of this year with the 
corresponding period of 1928, output reached 127} 
million tons, as compared with 121 million tons, and 
foreign coal shipments of all kinds totalled 384 million 
tons, as compared with 34? million tons. The average 
number of persons on Colliery Books showed an in- 
crease of 33,300, and the number of days on which 
coal was wound at the mines was 74 per cent. greater 
than in the first half of 1928. 


Output.

Output was 4? million tons less than in the previous 
quarter. There were small increases in Northumber- 
land and Durham and small decreases in South Wales 
and Monmouth and in Scotland. On balance, these 
districts, which are chiefly dependent upon foreign 
markets, showed a slight increase. In the other 
districts there were decreases aggregating 43 million 
tons and ranging from 1034 per cent. in Yorkshire to 
21 per cent. in Derby, Nottingham and Leicester. 

As compared with the second quarter of 1928, output 
was 4% million tons greater. All districts shared in

The increase noted last quarter in the number of 
wage-earners in employment continued until 11th 
May, when the number was 941,100, as compared with 
934,700 at the end of March, 1929. Numbers 
subsequently declined to 932,100 at the end 
of June, 1929. As compared with the end of 
March, 1929, the principal increases were in 
Durham (38,300) and South Wales and Monmouth 
(4,000). The principal decreases occurred in Lanca- 
shire, Cheshire and North Wales (1,200), Stafford, 


Salop, Worcester and Warwick (1,400), Derby, 
Nottingham and Leicester (3,000) and Scotland 
(3,700). 


As compared with a year ago, there was a net in- 
crease of 7,600 on the average, numbers in the export- 
ing districts increasing by 21,100 and those in other 
districts decreasing by 13,500 persons.

Reckoned on the tonnage of coal produced and im- 
ported, less the tonnage shipped abroad, the quantity 
of coal available for consumption in Great Britain 
amounted to over 403 million tons during the quarter 
ended June, 1929. In the corresponding period of 1928 
the quantity similarly available was 383 million tons.

Quotations in June, chiefly for prompt export busi- 
ness, were from 2s. to 2s. 9d. per ton lower than in 
March, 1929, but were, on the whole, still slightly 
higher than the corresponding prices at the end of 
1928. For long-term contracts, prices were also rather 
above those ruling at the end of last year. The quota- 
tion for house coal for the London markets shows the 
usual seasonal decline. 

The rising tendency of the average declared value of 
all coal exported previously noted was checked in May. 
For the quarter as a whole, the average was about the 
same as for March, and higher than it was in the three 
months ended March, 1929, and June, 1928. A similar 
check occurred in the rising tendency previously shown 
in the average proceeds of all coal commercially dis- 
posable. 

WAGES. 


During the whole of the June quarter the minimum 
percentage on basis rates under the various district 
agreements continued to be paid in all districts except 
one. In Cannock Chase the level of wages rose above 
the minimum for the first time since the agreement 
came into operation and remained there throughout the 
quarter, the highest level being during the month of 
May, when the percentage paid was 51-30 per cent. 
above basis compared with the minimum of 42 per 
cent. The average throughout the quarter was 
47°72 per cent., equivalent to an increase of approxi- 
mately 4 per cent. on the wages of the preceding 
quarter. 

In Warwickshire an award by the Independent 
Chairman of the District Wages Board, which became 
operative towards the end of May, affected wages at 
five collieries. These undertakings, locally known as 
‘' B” grade pits, had secured a temporary arrange- 
ment in August last under which they paid a reduced 
minimum of 32 per cent. over basis, as compared with 
45 per cent. under the District Agreement. The 
Chairman decided that as the men were unwilling to 
continue this arrangement it must cease, and that all 
the pits in the district must pay the minimum fixed by 
the Agreement. Subsistence rates were similarly 
affected. 
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The average earnings per shift throughout the coal- 

fields are estimated to have been about 9s. 2d. 
ACCIDENTS IN MINEs. 

There were 247 persons killed and 1,022 persons 
seriously injured* by accidents in and about coal and 
metalliferous mines during the quarter. Further par- 
ticulars are given in the statement below; the corre-

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The total (net) cost of production of coal commer- 
cially disposable during the first quarter of 1929 was 
5id. per ton lower than in the previous quarter, and 
proceeds were 64d. per ton higher. On balance, 
revenue exceeded expenditure by 94d. a ton, as com- 
pared with a debit balance of 23d. a ton in the previous 
quarter. 

Such figures as are available at present indicate that 
there was a debit balance during the second quarter 
of 1929 of 24d. per ton, as compared with a credit 
balance of 94d. in the previous quarter, the costs of 
production having increased by 6d. per ton, while 
proceeds were about 54d. per ton less than in the 
previous quarter. 





CANADA. 





GROWTH OF CHAIN AND ASSOCIATION 
STORES. 


The intensity of competition which, in the past, was 
largely confined to manufacturing, is spreading into the 
field of distribution throughout the Dominion. New 
methods, greater efficiency, better service on lower 
margins of profit are becoming the order of the day and 
the changes in the retail field are taking place at a rate 
which makes the shift of scene appear kaleidoscopic 
and abrupt, states the Royal Bank of Canada, in a 
survey of Retail Distribution in the Dominion. It is 
the spread of the chain store which has attracted 
attention, but it was the introduction of scientific 
methods in the study of problems of distribution which 
made possible this new movement. 


The Canadian Business Research Bureau has esti- 
mated that during the year 1929 there will be 1,000 
new chain store units established in Canada, that 700 
were established in 1928, and that the number which 
were in operation on lst January, 1929, was 3,700. 
There were on that date 1,670 stores included in the 
grocery chains, 297 selling drugs, 237 meat stores, 223 
variety stores (5 cents to a dollar), 217 cigar stores, 149 
candy stores, 109 cafes, restaurants and hotels, 108 
bake shops, 106 shoe stores, and 15 to 20 other lines in 
each of which there were chains of from 10 to 90 units. 
This report did not include petrol service stations, of 
which there are hundreds under chain management. 
The chain type of management has spread through 
many fields and there are now chain stores selling furs, 
radios, musical instruments, hardware, tyres, soft 
drinks, clothing and furniture. At the beginning of 
1928 there were 77 department stores in Canada under 
chain management. 


Independent stores in Canada, particularly groceries, 
have met the invasion of the chain store by the forma- 
tion of associations of retail dealers. They co-operate 
in buying and advertising, maintain a uniform mana- 
gerial policy, and have uniform store fronts. Three of 
these associations in the Montreal district have over 
1,300 members, and there are associations in Ontario 
with more than 1,000 members, besides many other 
associations in other parts of Canada, including the 
Prairie Provinces. The formation of retail associations 
then, constitutes a movement comparable in impor- 
tance with that of the chain store. 


METHODS OF BUYING AND SELLING. 


Whether the chain consists of a number of store 
units under a single management, or of an association 
of independent dealers, reduction in cost of operation, 
more orderly buying and larger profits on a narrower 
margin of mark-up have been attained. Both types of or- 
ganisation have initiated careful studies of the quantity 
and quality of goods desired in typical communities. 
With the assurance that consumers’ demand was likely 
to be adequate, large scale purchasing at reduced prices 
became feasible. Each group buys a particular type 
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of goods through a single agent; the agent is able to 
bargain on the basis of large orders without the 
expense and danger inherent to enlargement of inven- 
tory. Goods come to the consumer while their appear- 
ance is still fresh, and particularly in the case of food 
products, cleanliness is stressed. Standardisation in 
construction, methods of management, bookkeeping, 
and particularly in the order of arrangement and dis- 
play, make take away from the individuality of the 
store, but there is a tendency for this standardised unit 
to be decidedly more attractive than were many of the 
old corner groceries. 


The most impressive element in modern methods is 
the emphasis laid upon rapidity of turnover. In the 
past, turnover in groceries has been as low as six to 
eight times a year. Grocery chain stores claim that 
they turn over their stock twenty to twenty-five times 
a year. Rapid turnover assists in the reduction of in- 
ventories and makes for a lower percentage for over- 
head costs. It is more because of rapidity of turnover 
than because of the advantages which come with large 
scale purchasing that the grocery chain stores make 
the claim that the saving which they have made for 
the consumer totals from 14 to 18 cents on the dollar, 
or forty to fifty dollars a year for the average family. 
A further advantage which accompanies close study 
of turnover is better understanding of changes in the 
demands of the consumer, both in regard to quality and 
style. Many manufacturers state that these new 
methods of merchandising give them a quicker and 
clearer understanding of the probable trend of demand. 


EFFECT ON MIDDLEMEN. 


To the wholesaler and the jobber the development 
of the chain and the association has been a matter of 
grave concern. Both of these types of buying tend 
to eliminate the middleman. The intelligent whole- 
saler has recognised that it is only by maximum 
efficiency on the part of his organisation that he can 
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hope to maintain his position. Failures among the 
wholesalers and jobbers have been proportionately 
larger than among retailers. In certain cases, whole- 
salers have become purchasing agents for the chains or 
associations, and in other cases they have established 
retail chains of their own. 

The intensity of competition in retailing has led 
executives into intensive study of the details of the 
costs of business. In practically every line of mer- 
chandising cost studies are available showing the aver- 
age ratios of such items as total merchandise costs, 
salaries, rentals, insurance, taxes, depreciation, losses 
on bad debts, etc., to total sales. General rate of 
turnover, gross and net margins of profit, and, in 
some cases, rate of turnover on particular items are 
among the subjects concerning which a mass of statisti- 
eal and other data is being accumulated. 


FUTURE OF THE CHAIN STORE. 


Opinions as to the ultimate outcome of the chain 
store movement differ widely. Some authorities have 
stated that the essential costs of assembly, warehous- 
ing, and the distribution of goods into retail channels 
are so great that the savings of chain store methods 
are within the reach of every intelligent independent 
dealer. In the opinion of those who take this view the 
popularity of the chain method of distribution will 
cease when the independent dealer has raised his stan- 
dard to conform to the pace set by such competition. 

On the other hand, there are those who believe that 
the chain store will come to dominate completely the 
retail field, and it has been predicted that chain stores 
will so organise that they will combine the advantage 
of the department stores with the manifest advantages 
which the chains already have. In one way or another, 
great chains of department stores are certain to 
develop. One way is for the existing department 
stores to form themselves into chains; each depart- 
ment of each store will then become a unit of a chain 
of similar departments. There will be chains within 
chains. If the department store fails to do this, then 
the existing chains in different lines will get together. 
They will occupy buildings of the department store 
type and organise to operate successfully in competi- 
tion with the most successful department stores. 

In contrast with the two views set forth above, (a) 
that chain stores are a temporary device in the channels 
of distribution, and (b) that chain stores are likely to 
completely dominate the retail trade, there is a strong 
probability that both the chain store and the inde- 
pendent store will continue to exist side by side. The 
chain store has already discovered the difficulty of 
obtaining a sufficient number of satisfactory salesmen. 
At least one chain is paying its managers a salary plus 
one-third of the profits of the unit. Without such 
special incentives for the chain manager, the inde- 
pendent owner will keep in closer personal relationship 
with his customers and the personality factor is a par- 
ticularly important element in retailing. Scientific 
studies which are readily available will permit the 
independent owner to secure a rate of turnover which 
will compare favourably with that of the chain. Co- 
operative purchasing secures a price from the manu- 
facturer comparable with that secured by the chain. 
The popular, intelligent, and energetic independent 
competitor will be able to take a large volume of 
business from all but the best managed chains. 

On the whole, there is no question buf that the con- 
sumer will benefit by the rivalry between the chains 
and the independents and by the inter-chain competi- 
tion. In the past the inefficiency of distribution has 
been notorious; the high cost of this inefficiency in 
terms of failures directly affected the profits of manu- 
facturers, and in terms of high prices affected the 
pocket book of the consumer. Although the process of 
readjustment is difficult, yet the organisation of 
business which survives this trial will be much stronger 
and more satisfactory than that which previously 
existed.

AUSTRALIAN PRODUCE SHIPMENTS. 


The High Commissioner for the Commonwealth of 
Australia in London has received cabled advice that 
the following quantities of Australian produce were 
shipped between 5th and 9th August per s.s. “’ Port 
Sydney,’’ s.s. ‘‘ Somerset,’’ s.s. ‘* Valacia,”’ 38.8.

8,620 carcases; lamb, 21,092 carcases; tongues, 58 
crates, 496 bags; livers, 84 crates; suet, 584 crates; 
kidneys, 36 packages, 76 crates, 262 boxes; tripe, 50 
bags; meat extract, 400 cases; sundries, 1,488 bags; 
rabbits, 12,442 crates; hares, 150 crates; tallow, 911 
casks, 170 pipes; butter, 11,746 boxes; milk, pre- 
served, 400 cases; sheepskins, number 48,304; wool, 
greasy, 897 bales, scoured, 1,623 bales; sultanas, 
1,889,944 lbs.; currants, 283,808 lbs.; lexias, 5,768 
lbs.; flour, 70,310 centals; wheat, 185,565 centals; 
wine, 960 gallons; pears, canned, 2.574 cases; peaches, 
canned, 501 cases and apricots, canned, 1,785 cases. 





TRADE OF CYPRUS IN JUNE QUARTER. 


An increase in imports into Cyprus was recorded of 
£93,209 over the previous quarter and of £144,620, as 
compared with the June quarter of 1928, reports the 
Trade Commissioner for Cyprus in London. Among 
the latter the principal increases were in wheat-meal 
and flour, yarn and thread, stores (Government and 
military), petrol and benzine, iron piping, motor cars, 
sacks and sole leather. The decreases were mostly in 
coal, blasting powder and dynamite, timber, wood 
manufactures and windmills. 

Exports also show substantial increases, viz., 
£43,882 over the March quarter and £110,796 as com- 
pared with the June quarter of 1928. There were 
advances in minerals (asbestos + £6,533, pyrites 
+ £27,884), potatoes (+ £24,000), raisins (+£9,906), 
wines, tobacco and wool. ‘The principal declines were 
in raw cotton and silk cocoons. 





SOUTH AFRICAN PRODUCE SHIPMENTS. 


According to cabled advice received by the High 
Commissioner for the Union of South Africa in London 
from the Department of Agriculture, Pretoria, the 
following quantities of South African produce were 
shipped during the week ended 10th August to various 
United Kingdom ports:—Wool, scoured, 247 bales, 
grease, 186 bales; mohair, 68 bales; hides, wet, 1,503 
bales, dry, 573 bales; sheepskins, 241 bales; goat- 
skins, 64 bales; wattle bark, 134 tons; wattle extract, 
78,580 lbs.; ostrich feathers, 1 case; buchu, 18 lbs.; 
sugar, 3,954 tons; cotton lint, 166,645 lbs.; tobacco, 
1 case; maize, 49,768 bags; maize meal, 50,806 bags; 
chop, 1,837 bags; millet seed, 110 bags; grits, 1,180 
bags; lucerne meal, 1,000 bags; cow feed, 732 bags 
and cow meal, 1,839 bags. 

In addition the following boxes of fresh fruit were 
dispatched to Southampton on 9th August :—Oranges, 
50,813 ; grape fruit, 5,093; naartjes, 1,100; lemons, 39 
and pines, 1,450.

CROPS. 


Madras, 17th August.—Rainfall was heavy in 
South Kankara. The condition of standing crops is 
fairly good. 

Bihar and Orissa, 19th August.—Rainfall was 
general. Standing crops are doing well. Transplanta- 
tion has been retarded in parts of Patna and Gaya 
owing to floods, which have damaged bhadai crops. 
Excessive rain has damaged crops in Palamau. 
Floods are reported from Cuttack. In the Feudatory 
States of Orissa and Chota Nagpur the weather was 
seasonable; sugar cane is doing well. 


Bombay, 24th August.—Rainfall was. good in the 
Konkan and fairly good in South Gujrat. Crops are 
progressing well. In Sind rainfall was light. 


Bengal, 21st August.—Rainfall was light through- 
out. The condition and prospects of standing crops 
are satisfactory. 

Punjab, 19th August.—The weather was practically 
dry. Standing crops have been damaged by heavy 
rains and hill torrents in parts of Dera Gazi Khan. 


Central Provinces, 19th August.—The weather was 
cloudy, and rainfall was heavy in Saugor, Damoh, 
Jubbulpore, Narsinghpore and Balaghat and moderate 
in the rice tracts. Rain is needed in the cotton tracts. 

United Provinces, 10th August.—Rainfall was 
heavy over the greater part of the provinces. Crops 
are doing well, and prospects are favourable. 

Assam, 26th August.—The weather was seasonable. 
Prospects for autumn rice, jute and sugar cane are not 
good. 





CANADIAN FISHERY PRODUCTION. 


For the first six months of this year the landed value 
of sea fish in Canada showed an increase of nearly 
500,000 dollars, although the volume of the catch was 
9,086,700 lbs. below the corresponding figures for the 
first half of 1928. The catch up to 30th June, 1929, 
totalled 280,290,000 lbs., with a landed value of 
9,364,882 dols. 

On the Atlantic coast, an increase of 7,822,700 lbs. 
was secured in the fish catch for the month of June, 
but on the Pacific coast the catch during the month 
was less by some 3,100,000 lbs., owing to the failure in 
the run of pilchards, the catch of which in June, 1928, 
was 8,054,000 tons. On the Pacific coast the salmon 
catch in June totalled 5,040,400 lbs. as compared with 
4,548,500 lbs. in June, 1928. 

The total lobster catch in Canada during the half- 
year was 81,572,000 lbs., with a landed value of 
3,114,051 dols., an increase of no less than 3,777,700 
lbs. over the corresponding figure for 1928. 





WEST INDIES CROPS AND TRADE. 


The following notes have been extracted from reports 
received from Barclays Bank (Dominion, Colonial and 
Overseas) :— 


Barbados.—Good showers generally have fallen, but 
rainfall is still appreciably short of the average. The 
sugar crop is reported to have yielded 66,275 tons of 
sugar and 47,835 puncheons of molasses, equal to 
about 15,945 tons of sugar. Trade is somewhat dull. 


Trinidad.—Heavy rains, very beneficial to all culti- 
vations, have fallen. Cocoa trees are flowering well. 





TRADE NOTES—Continued. 





All the coconut estates continue to show a large 
number of nuts, but only dropped nuts are being 
handled; prices remain low. Heavy shipments of 
asphalt were made during June, and exports for the 
first half of the year were only 4,300 tons below those 
for the first half of 1928, after having been 14,246 tons 
lower at the end of May than in the first five months 
of last year. 

Jamaica.—Cable advices dated 17th August report 
that good rains have fallen, which should help to ease 
considerably the water supply problem. ‘The sugar 
crop just finished is reported to have been an average 
one. Shipments of bananas from Ist January to 20th 
July amounted to 10,938,600 stems, compared with 
8,923,811 stems for the corresponding period last year. 
Heavy pickings of pimento have already been made; 
this crop is expected to be a good one, and is roughly 
estimated at 70,000 bags of 180-200 lbs. each. The 
ginger and coffee crops are now both over, and are 
estimated to be short of normal by about 3,500 bags 
and 8,000 bags respectively. General trade continues 
quiet. 


Leeward Islands.—In Dominica the rainy season 
has set in. Lime trees are bearing plentifully. The 
replacement by the Government of the import jetty, 
destroyed by the hurricane of September last, is now 
well under way. In Antigua a heavy fall of rain would 
prove welcome. The sugar crop just concluded 
resulted in an output of 10,730 tons. In St. Kitts the 
weather has been beneficial to crops. The sugar culti- 
vation for next year’s crops has an excellent appear- 
ance. 


Windward Islands.—More rain would be welcome in 
the eastern and northern parts of Grenada. There is 
very little cocoa offering, and local prices, as well as 
for nutmegs, have declined. It was expected that the 
electric lighting scheme for the capital town of St. 
George’s would be inaugurated during August, as the 
necessary machinery had arrived. Good rains have 
been general in St. Lucia, where the canes and ratoons 
are showing a satisfactory growth. 


British Guiana.—Seasonal rains have continued in 
abundance. Rice planting is now active, and the out- 
look is very favourable. The result of the visit of the 
Director of Agriculture to Canada, to enquire into the 
possibilities of introducing locally-grown rice into the 
Dominion, is awaited with much interest. Owing to 
heavy rains the output of diamonds has been very 
poor. It is understood, however, that great activity is 
being shown in the Potaro district, where a new find 
has been made. Trade remains extremely dull.

CANADA. 


THE AUTOMOBILE INDUSTRY IN 1928. 
(From the High Commissioner of Canada in London.) 


The Dominion Bureau of Statistics, Ottawa, has recently 
issued its Annual Statistical Report on the manufacture of 
automobiles in Canada during 1928, indicating that a new 
high record was achieved during that year. The total 
value of cars, parts and accessories produced during 1928, 
including also the amounts received from custom work and 
repairs, amounted to 162,867,495 dollars, as against 
128,700,514 dols. in 1927 and 133,598,456 dols. in 1926. 
The 1928 total includes 12,949,249 dols. in respect of parts 
and accessories, and 741,247 dols. in respect of receipts for 
custom work and repairs. 

A record volume of production was also achieved, the 
number of cars manufactured being 242,054, with a sales 
value f.o.b. plant of 149,176,999 dols. This output was 
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18 per cent. greater in number and 22 per cent. higher in 
a than sg 1926, the next best year, when the 204,/27 
cars manufactured were valued at 122,629,537 dols. In 
1927, production totalled 179,054 cars, valued at 115,904,228 
dols. Export shipments (including re-exports) also showed 
a substantial increase during the year, advancing to 79,855 
cars, valued at 34,400,967 dols., from 57,852 cars, valued 
at 28,939,873 dols., in the previous year; exports of auto- 
mobile parts were valued at 3,416,978 dols., as compared 
with 4,153,867 dols. for 1927. Importations reached a new 
peak in 1928, when 47,408 cars, valued at 40,832,876 dols., 
and parts worth 48,839,955 dols. were brought into Canada; 
corresponding data for 1927 showed 36,630 cars, valued at 
31,542,416 dols., and parts worth 31,852,100 dols. 


NuMBER OF ESTABLISHMENTS. 


Eleven companies in Canada were engaged in the manu- 
facture of motor vehicles during 1928, and 14 separate 
factories were in operation throughout the year. Three of 
these establishments were assembly plants advantageously 
located at distribution points. Here, cars which had been 
produced at the parent plant in Canada and shipped 
knocked-down, were re-assembled and made ready for the 
road. Data for these assembly plants have been included 
in the Canadian automobile statistics for the first time in 
1928. Eleven automobile factories were located in Ontario, 
two in Quebec and one in Manitoba, these having a total 
annual capacity of about 328,000 automobiles and 38,665 
trucks. 

CapiITaAL, EmMpuLoyees, Ec. 


Capital employed in the 14 plants in 1928 was reported 
at 97,056,328 dols., of which 47,970,676 dols. represented 
fixed assets such as lands, buildings and machinery, and 
49,085,652 dols. was given as the sum of inventory values 
and cash, trading and operating accounts. 

Employees numbered 16,749, including 2,436 salaried 
workers and a monthly average of 14,313 wage-earners. 
Wages for the year reached a total sum of 24,292,217 dols. 
and payments for salaries 5,255,897 dols. 

Expenditures for fuel and power during the year 
amounted to 962,408 dols. 

Materials used in the automobile industry in 1928 cost 
119,936,092 dols. at the works, but duty drawback re- 
ceived on imported parts totalled 5,043,902 dols., leaving 
114,892,190 dols. as the net cost at the works. The value 
added by manufacturing was 47,975,305 dols. 


PRODUCTION IN 1928. 


Production in 1928 included 40,680 open passenger cars, 
135,416 closed model passenger cars, 17,527 trucks and 
48,431 chassis, a total of 242,054 units, valued at 
149,176,999 dols. (f.0.b. factory selling prices); parts and 
other products worth 12,949,249 dols., and custom and 
repair work amounting to 741,247 dols. brought the total 
production value to 162,867,495 dols. In the previous year 
179,054 cars were manufactured in Canada, including 
37,585 open cars, 99,705 closed cars, 29,603 trucks and 
12,161 chassis, and the total value of production for the 
industry, including parts and repairs, was 128,700,514 dols. 

Engines made in automobile plants in Canada during 
1928 showed a marked increase in number, and this gain 
also extended, but to a lesser degree, to purchased engines. 
Only two plants in Canada produced their own engines in 
1928, but the number totalled 97,288, as against 49,342 in 
1927. The number of engines purchased advanced to 
147,658 from 127,245; the bulk of these were imported, the 
a imports being 117,007 in 1928, as against 107,94] in 


IXXPORTS AND RE-EXPORTS. 


Export shipments during 1928 were valued at about 
4 million dols. above the figure for 1927. In 1928, exports 
to other countries included 79,388 cars and trucks appraised 
at 33,876,315 dols., and parts worth 2,152,166 dols., as 
against 57,414, valued at 28,428,997 dols., and parts at 
3,434,465 dols. in 1927. Shipments of passenger cars 
advanced 40 per cent. in number and trucks increased by 
35 per cent., while the value of parts declined by 37 per 
cent. British India was the best market in 1928, with 
United Kingdom next and Australia third. New Zealand 
Dutch East Indies, Argentina, British South Africa and 
Chile also were extensive buyers of Canadian-made auto- 
mobiles, while numerous other countries appear as less 
eet rey cig in this line.

RECENT TRADE CONDITIONS. 


The improvement in trade usual at this time of the year 
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from Ist April to 10th August were £9,451,208, or £165,935 
below the estimate, compared with £9,271,239 for the corre- 
sponding period of 1928. 


Crops AND MARKETS. 


In consequence of the weather in July supplies of dry 
maize are scarce, and local prices have remained firm at 
generally above the overseas parity. Exports of maize and 
maize products in July were only 346,000 bags. The esti- 
mate of the exportable surplus is unchanged at 7 to 8 
million bags. Exports of citrus fruit in July were 320,633 
cases, compared with 211,016 cases in July, 1928. Exports 
to the end of July were 563,991 cases, compared with 
381,223 cases for the corresponding period last season. The 
improvement in the demand for wattle bark has not been 
maintained, and prices have receded slightly. The estimate 
for the sugar crop is about unchanged at 301,000 tons. 
Local demand is good. 

The local wool markets are stagnant pending the opening 
of the new season. Prices are nominally unchanged, but 
the sentiment is rather less pessimistic. The mohair 
market is very quiet, except for Basuto hair. Stocks are 
small and mainly of inferior qualities. The market for 
hides and skins is dull, with an easier tendency. The 
market for ostrich feathers is better owing to American 
orders, and prices for medium and lower grade wings show 
a distinct improvement. Shorts are unchanged. 

Manufacturing industries show a rather quieter tendency, 
which is probably largely seasonal. The mining material 
market is normal. The demand for agricultural machinery 
and fencing material has improved. In the soft goods 
business there is a seasonal improvement.

general managers of the Standard Bank of South Africa. 
The Reserve Bank’s minimum discount rate was raised 
from 54 per cent. to 6 per cent. at the commencement of 
business on 17th August. The farming outlook remains 
good. 

The Transvaal gold output for July (27 working days) 
was 889,480 fine ozs., with a value of £3,778,271, compared 
with 856,029 ozs., with a value of £3,636, 180 in June (25 
working days). Native labour declined further from 
192,595 to 190,031, and the average daily output from 
34,241 ozs. to 32,943 ozs. The June alluvial diamond output 
in the Western Transvaal showed a further decline at 
86,535 carats, with a value of £201,850, compared with 
96,426 carats and a value of £256,830 in May. The market 
for best stones is quiet, but there is a fair demand for 
poorer qualities. 

Railway earnings from 7th July to 10th August were

FINLAND. 


TRADE IN FIRST HALF-YEAR. 


The British Consul at Helsingfors reports that the pre- 
liminary trade returns recently published by the Finnish 
Board of Customs shows a slight improvement in the 
foreign commerce of Finland during the half-year ended 
30th June last. Finland’s purchases abroad were somewhat 
less than in the corresponding period of the previous year, 
while her sales to foreign countries have appreciably in- 
creased, thus reducing to some extent the adverse trade 
balance which existed at the end of June, 1928. The total 
volume of trade, both import and export, in the first six 
months of 1929 amounted in value to 5,598-8 million Finnish 
marks, as compared with 5,754-3 million F. mks. in the 
corresponding period of the previous year. The imports 
amounted to 3,363-1 million F. mks. and exports to 2,228-7 
million F. mks., showing an adverse balance of 1,134-4 
million F. mks. The excess of imports over exports in the 
six months of 1928 was greater by 615-3 million F. mks. 
Re-exports, which are included in the value of exports, in 
the first half of 1929 amounted to 23-5 million F. mks. and 
in the corresponding period of 1928 to 26-2 iaillion F. mks. 

The value of goods supplied by Great Britain amounted 
to 434 million F. mks., or 12-9 per cent. of the total im- 
ports, as compared with 471-3 million F. mks., or 12-6 per 
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cent., in the first six months of 1928. Goods exported by 
Finland to the United Kingdom, on the other hand, show 
more favourable results. In the first half of 1929 these ship- 
ments amounted in value to 911°8 million F. mks., or 
40-9 per cent. of the total, as compared with 761-7 million 
F. mks., or 38 per cent., in the corresponding period of the 
previous year. It will thus be seen that while the value of 
Finland’s purchases of British goods remains unchanged, 
the exports of Finnish produce to the United Kingdom 
have increased by 3 per cent. 

Imports from Germany amounted to 1,274-3 million F. 
mks., or 37-9 per cent. of the total imports, as compared 
with 1,291-4 million F. mks., or 34-4 per cent., in the 
corresponding period of 1928. Finnish exports to Germany 
amounted to 336-5 million F. mks., or 15-1 per cent. of the 
total, as compared with 318-8 million F. mks., or 15-9 per 
cent. 

As regards the United States, imports from that country 
amounted to 442-2 million F. mks., or 13-1 per cent., as 
compared with 619-3 million F. mks., or 16-5 per cent., in 
the first six months of 1928. Shipments to the United 
States were valued at 217-5 million F. mks., or 9-7 per 
cent., while in the same period of 1928 they were valued at 
187-7 million F. mks., or 9-3 per cent. 

Trade with other foreign countries show some fluctua- 
tions of less importance, if compared with the results 
attained in the first half of 1928, the most noteworthy 
feature being perhaps in the case of the trade with the 
Soviet Union, both imports to and exports from which 
country show a steady decline during recent years.

FRANCE. 


DIRECTION OF TRADE, JANUARY-JUNE. 


(from the British Ambassador.) 
Paris. 
The returns of French foreign trade with individual 
countries, as summarised in the daily press, show that 
during the first six months of this year the value of imports 
from Great Britain amounted to 2,993 million francs, as 
against 2,859 million frs. in the corresponding period of 
1928, an increase of 134 million frs. There was a fall in 
imports from Holland, Portugal, Italy and Spain, but a 
rise in those from all other foreign countries separately 
classified in the returns. 
The value of French exports to Great Britain in the 
first six months of the year totalled 3,775 million frs., as 
compared with 4,159 million frs., a decrease of 384 million 
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frs. There was a rise in exports to Italy, Soviet Russia, 
Portugal, Czechoslovakia, Jugo-Slavia and Japan, but a 
fall in those to all other countries separately classified. 
The value of French imports from all foreign countries 
for the first six months of 1929 amounted to 27,003 million 
frs., as against 23,050 million frs. in the corresponding half 
of 1928, an increase of 3,953 million frs.; that of exports 
was 20,151 million frs., as against 21,457 million frs., a 
decrease of 1,306 million frs. The value of French imports 
from her colonies and protectorates amounted to 3,637 
million frs., as against 3,137 million frs., an increase of 
500 million frs., and her exports to them to 4,577 million 
frs., as against 3,781 million frs., an increase of 796 million 
frs. French visible trade with foreign countries conse- 
quently showed an unfavourable balance during the first 
six months of the year of 6,852 million frs., as against one 
of 1,593 million frs. in the same period of 1928. French 
trade with her colonies and protectorates, on the other 
hand, showed a favourable balance of 940 million frs., as 
against one of 644 million frs. for January-June, 1928. 





POLAND. 


FOREIGN TRADE IN JUNE. 

The British Commercial Secretary at Warsaw reports 
that during June last imports and exports amounted in 
value to 271,746,000 zloty (£6,269,000) and 237,893,000 zloty 
(£5,488,000), an excess in value of the former over the 
latter of 33,853,000 zloty (£781,000). The figures for June, 
1928, were :—imports, £6,677,000 and exports £4,425,000. 

The deficit in the foreign trade balance since the begin- 
ning of the year amounts to £10,000,000, as compared with 
£12,974,000 in the corresponding six months of 1928.

PORTUGAL. 


TRADE AND INDUSTRY OF THE NORTH. 

The British Consul at Oporto, in the course of a short 
report on trade and industry in the Northof Portugal during 
the first half of the current year, states that the fruit crops 
this summer are in general extremely abundant, certain 
classes in some districts being almost unsaleable owing to 
the large quantity available. The onion crop is estimated to 
be the best for five years, but low prices abroad will retard 
export. The olive crop will probably be abundant and 
lower oil prices result. The staple cereal, maize, will 
probably yield very well this year, and other cereals are 
expected to produce a very satisfactory harvest. The 
potato crop is also anticipated to be a good one and suffi- 
cient to supply the needs of the country. 

Conditions in the port wine district of the Alto Douro 
have been favourable up to the present, no disease has been 
traced and a vintage of good quality and fair quantity is 
expected. The grapes are well advanced and an early 
vintage is anticipated. 

The favourabie harvest should greatly increase the pur- 
chasing power of the area, which last year suffered as a 
result of the heavy importation of cereals and potatoes, 
etc., from abroad. 


TRADE AND INDUSTRY. 


Exports of wine (mainly port) to the United Kingdom 
from Portugal totalled 2,474,000 gallons in the first six 
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months of 1929, as against 2,162,000 galls. in the corre- 
sponding period of 1928, and 3,727,000 galls. in January- 
June, 1927. There is thus some improvement over last year 
to record in port wine shipmenyvs to the United Kingdom, by 
far the best customer, and as the total shipments for the 
complete year 1929 will include much of the 1927 vintage 
they should show a marked increase on those of recent years. 

The cotton industry, the main one after wine, has under- 
gone a certain amount of depression, as a result of crop 
failures in 1928, which improverished the home market, 
and the difficulty in competing with other countries supply- 
ing cotton textiles to the Portuguese colonies. Further 
protection in favour of Portuguese textiles has been 
obtained in Angola and with better harvest prospects at 
home the industry should regain lost ground in the current 
year. Imports of raw cotton in 1928 amounted to 61,837 
bales, as compared with 56,825 bales in 1927 and 69,515 
bales in 1926. 

Much work has been done in the past years in improving 
the high roads of the North of Portugal and the urban 
roads of Oporto. In consequence the volume of motor car 
traffic is increasing and there is a steady importation of 
foreign cars, mostly of United States origin. With im- 
proved roads a market is forming for light cars which can 
compete in price with the cheaper American cars. 

Coal, amounting to 268,762 tons, all of United Kingdom 
origin, was imported into Oporto in 1928, an increase of 
some 48,000 tons over the previous year. 

Kixports of pitwood during the six months ended 30th 
June amounted to about 12,000 tons from Oporto and some 
10,000 tons from Vianna do Castello. In comparison with 
last year there has been an increase in the quantity of 
wood shipped. 


PuBLIC SERVICE DEVELOPMENTS. 

The water supply of Oporto was acquired by the Muni- 
cipality in 1927 and since that date large reservoirs have 
been constructed by municipal engineers at Nova Cintra 
and new pipe lines have been laid to increase the supply 
and extend the service to parts of the city not hitherto 
supplied. Tubes and materials were principally obtained 
from the United Kingdom and Italy, cement, valves, etc., 
being of national origin. 

The principal source of power is the Lindoso hydro- 
electric station in the North, distribution in Oporto being 
municipalised. The service is being steadily extended in 
the city and environs, purchases of material being usually 
made through local agents of manufacturers. 
for an Oporto municipal scheme for a new hydro-electric 
station on a large scale on the River Douro, but no pro- 
gress has been made during the last year with the project, 
which is only in an early stage. Towns and villages in the 
district are being electrified from existing sources of power. 
The market for electrical fittings and supplies is developing. 

The Oporto tramways are owned by a public utility com- 
pany, which appears to be doing a profitable business. The 
company’s concession, which has a long term to run, grants 
certain exclusive rights which have been the subject of 
litigation with the Municipality. There is a need for ex- 
tension of the services which would bring a demand for new 
material and interesting developments are looked for in 
regard to the future working of the services as between 
the company and the Municipality. In the possible event 
of municipalisation there would probably be large ex- 
tension plans; in any event it is expected that new tramway 
and omnibus material will have to be acquired sooner or 
later.

H.M. Senior Trade Commissioner in Canada and New- 
foundland has drawn attention to the fact that British 
exporters do not in all cases appear to be familiar with the 
requirements of the various Canadian Acts and Regulations 
governing the importation into Canada of certain classes of 
merchandise. 

In this connection the attention of exporters is directed 
to the Canadian ‘‘ Meat and Canned Foods Act,’’ ‘‘ The 
Food and Drugs Act,’’ ‘‘ The Fish Inspection Act,’’ and 
the Regulations prohibiting the importation into Canada 
of merchandise packed in fodder, unless accompanied by a 
certificate in prescribed form as to the efficient disinfection 
of the packing. 

Full particulars of these Acts and Regulations have been 
published in various issues of the ‘‘ Journal.’’

UNION OF SOUTH AFRICA. 


FOOD, DRUGS AND DISINFECTANTS ACT. 


Notification was made in the ‘“‘ Journal ”’ of 9th May (see 
page 592), of the enactment of a measure to ‘‘ consolidate 
and amend the laws for regulating the labelling and prevent- 
ing the importation or sale of food and drugs which are

unwholesome or adulterated or incorrectly or falsely de- 
scribed and for regulating the labelling and preventing the 
importation or sale of disinfectants which are incorrectly 
or falsely described.”’ 


The ‘‘ Union of South Africa Government Gazette ”’ of 
5th July included the text of Draft Regulations issued under 
this Act. In accordance with sub-section (3) of section 42 of 
the Act, these regulations are published, so that oppor- 
tunity is given for any persons so desiring to submit repre- 
sentations. The announcement is made that the Minister 
of Health intends to promulgate these regulations, with 
such amendments or additions as may be decided on, to come 
into force simultaneously with the Act on Ist January, 1930. 


A copy of the Draft Regulations is available at the De- 
partment of Overseas Trade. They include instructions as 
to labelling, preservatives and colouring, flavouring, thick- 
ening and artificial sweetening substances in food. Specific 
requirements in the form of standards and labelling instruc- 
tions, etc., are included in respect of the following pro- 
ducts :— 


Milk; butter and margarine; cream ; cheese ; ice cream ; 
cereals (including flour); meat preparations (including 
lard); leavening substances; tea; coffee; chicory; coffee 
mixtures, essences and extracts; cocoa and chocolate; 
custard powder; curry powder; ginger; pepper; cloves; 
mustard ; sauces and chutneys; jam, conserve, marmalade, 
fruit, jelly, etc.; fruit juices, extracts, cordials and 
syrups. 


Drugs mentioned in the British Pharmacopeia or British 
Pharmaceutical Codex, are to correspond to the standards 
therein prescribed. Disinfectants are covered by a Section 
of the Act, and the regulations merely prescribe the form of 
labelling and the test of the germicidal power or efficacy. 


As stated in the notice in the ‘‘ Journal ”’ of 9th May, the 
provisions of the Act are also to be applied to ointments, 
creams, powders and similar substances intended for apph- 
cation to or use for the human skin or hair; tobacco, cigars, 
cigarettes and snuff, and to chewing gum. 


Soap is also subject to the Act, the Draft Regulations in- 
cluding certain standards as to composition and definitions 
of terms used.

CUSTOMS TARIFF MODIFICATIONS. 


H.M. Representative at Durazzo reports that various 
amendments have been made to the Albanidh Customs 
Tariff, resulting, inter alia, in reductions of duty on animal 
hides, cotton, yarn and thread, wool yarn, silk and rayon 
yarn, iron or steel wire, paraffin wax and stearine.

DENMARK. 


MARKING OF IMPORTED APPLES. 


H.M. Minister at Copenhagen has forwarded copy and 
translation of a Ministerial Decree, dated 5th August and 
to become effective as from 15th September next, which 
provides that apples imported during the period from 15th 
September to 3lst December may only be sold or offered for 
sale in retail trade in Denmark if their foreign origin is 
indicated by a white plate bearing the word ‘‘ Udenlandsk”’ 
printed or painted in black lettering. If sold or offered 
tor sale from a shop, the letters must be at least 2 cm. long 
and 3 mm. wide; if sold or offered for sale otherwise, the 
letters must be at least 8 cm. long and 1 cm. broad. If 
Danish and foreign apples are sold together, they must be 
described as ‘‘ Udenlandsk.’’ No indication of origin is, 
however, necessary if the foreign origin of the apples is 
unmistakably evident.

ESTONIA. 


CUSTOMS DUTY ON ORANGES AND BANANAS. 
Under a decision of the Estonian Government, dated 
13th July, the Customs duty on oranges, mandarine 
oranges and bananas (Tariff No. 6/2) has been fixed at 
0°50 gold franc per kilog. (gross weight) as from 13th 
July. 
Such fruit were formerly admitted free of duty. 





ITALY. 





CUSTOMS DRAWBACKS (FISH PASTE, ETC.). 


The ‘‘ Gazzetta Ufficiale’? (Rome) for 12th August con- 
tains a Royal Decree, dated 20th June, which provides that 
when fillets of anchovy and sardines in oil, brine or sharp 
sauce, and anchovy or sardine pastes, put up in glass re- 
ceptacles, are exported, a refund (drawback) of duty ska! be 
granted at the rate of 18-35 lire per 100 kilogs. 





MOROCCO (FRENCH ZONE). 


TEMPORARY DUTY-FREE ADMISSION OF 
BUILDING, ETC., PLANT. 


H.M. Acting Consul-General at Rabat reports that, in 
virtue of an Arrété Viziriel of 6th July, published in the 
‘* Bulletin Officiel ’’ of 23rd July, large plant for building 
enterprises and public works, of a nature to economise 
labour, may be admitted under the ‘‘ temporary duty-free 
importation ’’ regulations. The privilege is only to be 
accorded to complete plant, including engines and all 
accessories, i.e., those with all the elements necessary for 
their proper and continuous working. Re-export must take 
place within a period of one year, although extensions for a 
further period of two years may be authorised. 





ROUMANIA. 


NEW TARIFF OF LUXURY AND TURNOVER 
TAXES. 


H.M. Representative at Bucharest has forwarded copy of 
a revised list of the valuations of goods for the purpose of 
the levy of the luxury and turnover taxes, as published in 
the issue of the ‘‘ Monitor Oficial’’ for 3lst July. (The 
nomenclature of the list follows that of the new Customs 
Import Tariff.) 

In virtue of a Law published in the ‘‘ Monitor Oficial ”’ 
for 21st July, the taxes, which were at the rate of 10 or 
15 per cent. for imported ‘‘ luxury’’ goods, 2 per cent. for 
other imported goods, and 1 per cent. for exports, have 
been increased by 10 per cent.

The Department of Overseas Trade has at its command 
an extensive overseas Intelligence system, which comprises 
the Commercial, Dipiomatic and Consular Services in foreign 
countries and Trade Commissioners and Imperial or other 
Trade Correspondents in the Empire. 


From this Intelligence Service information on all subjects 
of commercial interest is received at the Department, where 
it is collated and classified in a form convenient for refer- 
ence, and is available to any British trader upon personal 
or written application to the Department at 35, Old Queen 
Street, Westminster, London, 8.W. 1. 


The information at the disposal of the Department is of 
a widely varied nature, and includes such matters as the 
following : Sources of supply, prices, etc., of trade products ; 
Foreign and Colonial contracts open to tender; openings 
for British trade abroad; general conditions prevailing 
in Overseas markets; demand for particular articles 
abroad; nature and extent of foreign competition, and 
suggestions for meeting it; methods of distribution and 
marketing; credit conditions, terms of payment, etc., 
abroad; firms at home engaged in particular lines of 
business; Foreign and Colonial importers of British goods; 
firms or individuals considered suitable to act as repre- 
sentatives or agents for British firms; Foreign and Colonial 
Tariff and Customs Regulations; statistics of Imports or 
Exports; forms of Certificates of Origin; regulations 
concerning commercial travellers; Consular Invoices; 
shipping and transport, etc. 





METHODS OF ADDRESSING ENQUIRIES. 


The Department of Overseas Trade invite applications 
for assistance from manufacturers and exporters of British 
goods who are desirous of initiating or extending Overseas 
connections, but it is desired to call attention to one or 
two points, the observance of which will facilitate the 
supply of the information required. 


Where the enquiry concerns an Overseas market the 
applicant may, of course, apply direct to H.M. Trade 
Commissioners or Imperial or other Trade Correspondents 
in the British Empire, and to H.M. Commercial, Diplomatic 
or Consular Officers in Foreign Countries, but it is generally 
advisable to communicate in the first instance with the 
Department of Overseas Trade, 35, Old Queen Street, 
London, 8.W. 1, as the information required is frequently 
already in the possession of the Department, and the delay 
involved in communicating with the Officers abroad can 
therefore often be avoided. Should the information re- 
quired not be available in London, the Department will 
a all necessary enquiries abroad on the applicant’s 

ehalf. 


When making application for information enquiries 
should clearly specify :— 


(1) The countries concerning which information is 
required. 

(2) The precise kind of goods; and 

(3) The particular points in regard to which the infor- 
mation is sought. 


By following this method of making their enquiries as 
specific as possible applicants will materially assist the 
Department in its endeavour to supply the precise infor- 
mation required.
